Ashcroft warns terrorists 
are nearly ready for strike 
on U.S. targets this summer 

WASHINGTON I America’s top law enforce- 
ment officials urged the public Wednesday 
to help the FBI track down seven suspected 
al Qaeda operatives and avert an attack on 
U.S. soil that a stream of credible intelligence 
indicates could occur in the summer. 

Attorney General John Ashcroft said 
the “disturbing” intelligence, collected for 
months, augments al Qaeda’s own declara- 
tion that its plans for a devastating follow- 
up to the Sept. 11, 2001, attacks are 90 per- 
cent complete. 

He said that could mean terrorists already 
are in the United States to execute the plan, 
though he acknowledged there is no new 
information indicating 
when, where or how an 
attack might happen. 

Ashcroft said the with- 
drawal of Spanish troops 
from Iraq due to the politi- 
cal repercussions of the 
March 11 train bombings in 
Madrid could lead al Qaeda 
to attempt to influence U.S. politics. 

Ashcroft and FBI Director Robert Mueller 
announced an intensified level of counter- 
terrorism activity for the summer. This 
includes interviews with individuals who 
could provide intelligence about terrorism, 
creation of a new FBI task force to focus on 
the threat and an appeal to all Americans to 
be extra vigilant about their surroundings, 
their neighbors and any suspicious activity. 
There was no immediate plan to raise the 
nation’s terror threat level. 

Each of the suspects, Ashcroft said, pres- 
ents “a clear and present danger” to the United 
States because of their language skills, famil-

Nichols Guilty of 
Murder Charges 


Sentencing for Okla. 
bombing conspirator 
to last several weeks 

MCALESTER, OKLA. I Nearly a 
decade after the Oklahoma City 
bombing, Terry Nichols was found 
guilty of 161 state murder charges 
Wednesday for helping carry out 
what was then the deadliest terrorist 
attack on American soil. He could 
get the death sentence he escaped 
when he was convicted in federal 
court in the 1990s. 

The verdicts came after only five 
hours of deliberations. Nichols was 
stone-faced and stared straight 
ahead at the judge as the verdicts 
were read, while his attorneys 


bowed their heads and clenched 
their hands together. 

Prosecutors beamed and family 
members congratulated them. 

Oklahoma prosecutors brought 
the case with the goal of finally 
winning a death sentence against 
Nichols, who is serving a life term on 
federal charges in the 1995 bombing. 
The same 12-member jury will now 
determine Nichols’s fate on the state 
charges: life in prison or death by 
lethal injection. The penalty phase 
will begin Tuesday and is expected 
to last four to six weeks. 

Prosecutors brought a mountain 
of circumstantial evidence during a 
two -month trial that included tes- 
timony from about 250 witnesses.

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Judges Back Suicide Law 


Court upholds Oregon 
measure allowing 
doctor-assisted suicide 

SAN FRANCISCO I A federal appeals 
court Wednesday declared the Bush 
administration has no right to inter- 
fere with Oregon’s assisted suicide 
law, the only one in the country to 
allow doctors to help patients end 
their lives. 

In a 2-1 ruling, the 9th U.S. 
Circuit of Appeals said Attorney 
General John Ashcroft cannot 
sanction or hold doctors criminal- 
ly liable for prescribing overdoses 
under Oregon’s voter-approved 
Death With Dignity Act. 

The law allows terminally ill 
patients with less than six months 


to live to request a lethal dose of 
drugs. Two doctors must confirm 
the diagnosis and determine the 
patient to be mentally competent 
to make the request. 

In 1997, the U.S. Supreme Court 
said that there is no constitution- 
al right to assisted suicide but that 
states may decide the issue for 
themselves without federal inter- 
ference. 

Later, the Justice Department 
concluded that suicide is not a “legit- 
imate medical purpose” under the 
Controlled Substances Act, the 
federal law declaring what drugs 
doctors may prescribe. The depart- 
ment threatened to punish doctors 
by revoking the federal licenses 
they need to prescribe medicine.

I Five days 
into the 1973 Arab-Israeli war 
President Richard Nixon was too 
drunk to discuss the crisis with the 
British prime minister, according to 
newly released transcripts of tele- 
phone calls. 

Henry Kissinger’s assessment 
of the president’s condition on the 
night of Oct. 11, 1973, is contained 
in more than 20,000 pages of tran- 
scripts of Kissinger’s phone calls as 
the president’s national security 
adviser and secretary of state. The 
National Archives released them 
Wednesday. 

In October 1973, U.S. -Soviet 
tensions were peaking over the 
Arab-Israeli war, and British 
Prime Minister Edward Heath’s 
office called the White House to 
speak with Nixon.

660 people die after 
fierce rains in Haiti, 
Dominican Republic 

FOND VERRETTES, HAITI I Ferrying 
emergency supplies to villagers dev- 
astated in deadly floods, U.S. and 
Canadian troops on Wednesday 
struggled to assess the scope of 
a disaster that has killed more 
than 660 people in Haiti and the 
Dominican Republic, and left hun- 
dreds missing. 

Troops from a U.S.-led multina- 
tional force sent to stabilize Haiti 
after President Jean-Bertrand 
Aristide was ousted on Feb. 29 
flew by helicopters to the Haitian 
town of Fond Verrettes, ferrying 
basic supplies to about 3,000 des- 
perate Haitians. 

Rains lashed the island of His- 
panolia, which the two countries 
share, sweeping away entire villages 
near the Dominican border town 
of Jimani, and other towns across 
the Haitian border. 

“The river took everything, there 
isn’t anything left,” said Jermanie 
Vulsont, a mother who said the 
rushing water swept away her five 
children in Fond Verrettes, about 
35 miles southeast of Haiti’s capi- 
tal of Port-au-Prince. 

The death toll was expected to 
rise. Some 400 people were still 
missing in the Dominican Republic 
and more than 160 were unaccount- 
ed for in Haiti, (ap)

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Breakthrough in Sudan 
May End 21 -Year Conflict 


Rebels, government 
sign agreements that 
settle remaining issues 

NAIVASHA, KENYA I The Sudanese 
government and rebels signed key 
agreements on Wednesday, resolv- 
ing the last remaining issues in 
Africa’s longest-running conflict. 

The government and the rebel 
Sudan People’s Liberation Army 
signed three protocols on power- 
sharing and how to administer three 
disputed areas in central Sudan. 

All that remains for the parties 
to work out are procedural matters 
to end the 21-year conflict, in which 
more than 2 million people have 
died, mostly from starvation. 

It could take months to deter- 
mine if the diplomatic solution will 
translate to peace on the ground. 


The southern conflict broke out 
in 1983 after the rebels from the 
mainly animist and Christian south 
took up arms against the predomi- 
nantly Arab and Muslim north. The 
insurgents say they are fighting for 
better treatment and for southerners 
to have the right to choose whether 
to remain part of Sudan. 

In Washington, State Depart- 
ment spokesman Richard Boucher 
said the signing will trigger a pro- 
cess leading to the establishment 
of normal relations with Sudan if 
certain conditions are met, includ- 
ing an end to the violence in the 
Darfur region of western Sudan, 
where a separate 15 -month rebel- 
lion has made more than 1 million 
people homeless. 

U.N. officials have described the 
situation in Darfur as the world’s 
worst humanitarian crisis, (ap)

Italy Gets Pickier 
About c Real’ Pizza 


Attempt to define dish 
with strict set of rules 
called an act of love’ 

ROME I Pizza-makers beware: Italy 
issued strict guidelines this week to 
protect the real Neapolitan pizza 
from bogus copies. 

The regulations touch on every- 
thing from size to ingredients to the 
type of oven — and rule -abiding 
restaurants will receive a special 
label attesting that real pizza can 
be eaten there. 

The rules, issued by the Agri- 
culture Ministry, are part of Italy’s 
efforts to protect its cuisine across 
the European Union. It was not 


immediately clear what steps would 
be taken to enforce the rules. 

The guidelines say real Neapol- 
itan pizza must be round, no more 
than 14 inches in diameter, no 
thicker than 0.1 inches in the mid- 
dle, with a crust about 0.8 inches 
thick. The dough must be rolled 
manually and baked in wood- 
burning ovens. 

The norms also specify what 
kind of flour, yeast, tomatoes and 
oil must be used. 

Financial daily II Sole 24 Ore, 
which, like many other Italian 
newspapers, devoted a front-page 
story Wednesday to the pizza rules, 
described the move as “an act of 
love, but a desperate one.” (ap)

Metro Reacts to Latest Threat Alert 


Senders of junk e-mail 
can serve jail time 
in Md. under new law 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. I Gov. Robert 
Ehrlich signed a bill Wednesday 
that will give Maryland one of the 
strongest junk e-mail laws in the 
country, allowing prosecutors to 
put spammers in jail and seize the 
profits they earn through fraudu- 
lent e-mail schemes. 

The anti- spam bill was among 
more than 100 new laws approved 
by the governor as he wrapped up 
work on bills passed by the 2004 
General Assembly session. 

Ehrlich also vetoed 16 bills and 
allowed two others to become law 
without his signature. 


The anti-spam bill sponsored by 
Delegate Neil Quinter, D -Howard, 
provides for jail terms up to five 
years and fines up to $25,000 for 
violating the law. 
The attorney gen- 
eral also could seek 
civil penalties of up 
to $25,000 per day, 
or between $2 and 
$ 8 for every spam 
message sent in 
violation of the law. 

America Online said in a state- 
ment Wednesday that the new 
Maryland law is a “huge leap for- 
ward” in the national battle against 
spam. 

The company said Maryland 
now has “become a model for other 
states to follow.” tom stuckey (ap) 


WASHINGTON! Metro will be mak- 
ing some undisclosed changes to 
the way it secures the transit sys- 
tem, a spokesman said Wednesday, 
after federal officials warned that 
a terrorist attack could occur this 
summer on U.S. soil. 

Metro has not received specific 
intelligence regarding a threat, said 
spokesman Steven Taubenkibel. But 


transit police “will be doing some 
things differently that would be vis- 
ible and some things that are not 
visible.” He declined to elaborate. 

Metro officials have moved to 
tighten security since the March 
bombings of trains in Madrid, Spain, 
buying bomb detection equipment, 
increasing officer patrols and the use

Va. county will seek 
second death penalty 
for convicted sniper 

FAIRFAX, VA. I Fairfax County is 
moving forward with a second 
death-penalty trial of convicted 
sniper John Allen Muhammad as an 
insurance policy in case the death 
sentence imposed against him last 
year is overturned on appeal. 

Defense attorneys Jonathan 
Shapiro and Peter Greenspun, 
who represented Muhammad in 
the first trial, have been appoint- 
ed to represent him in the second 
trial, clearing the way for the case 
to move forward, Shapiro said. 

But Shapiro said Wednesday he 


expects to seek to delay the trial 
until Muhammad’s appeal in the 
initial case runs its course. 

The second trial will be 
prosecuted by Fairfax County 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Robert F. Horan Jr., who last 
year obtained a conviction and 
life sentence for Lee Boyd Malvo, 
Muhammad’s teen-aged accom- 
plice in a sniper spree that left 10 
people dead in Maryland, Virginia, 
and Washington, D.C., over a three- 
week span in October 2002. 

Horan cited the gravity of the 
shootings as his reason for push- 
ing forward. 

Muhammad is being held 
in Virginia’s Sussex I prison in 
Waverly. (ap)

Video giant offering 
unlimited movies for 
$24.99 monthly fee 

ROLLOUTS I Video-rental giant 
Blockbuster Inc. is going national 
with a monthly subscription plan 
that lets customers rent an unlim- 
ited number of movies and keep two 
or three at a time without running 
up late fees. 

The Dallas-based compa- 
ny will charge $24.99 a month 
for customers to keep two mov- 
ies out, and $29.99 to keep three 


titles. The service is called Movie 
Pass and will be available imme- 
diately in more than 5,000 stores 
nationwide. 

“This is a different way of rent- 
ing movies,” said Nick Shepherd, 
Blockbuster’s chief marketing offi- 
cer. “We wanted to make sure we 
had it right from the consumer’s 
point of view and the economics 
point of view.” 

Analysts said Movie Pass is 
designed to prevent more Block- 
buster customers from defecting to 
Netflix. About 2 million people have 
signed up for Netfiix’s all-you- can- 


watch service. For $21.99 a month, 
they can get up to three DVDs at a 
time through the mail. 

“This is a customer-retention 
program,” said Michael Pachter, 
an analyst for Wedbush Morgan 
Securities Inc. “They’ll lose fewer 
customers, and it will probably 
limit the growth of Netflix. Why 
would anyone sign up for Netflix if 
you can get the same service from 
Blockbuster?” 

Blockbuster is expected to add 
an online -reservation feature and 
mail- delivery to its plan later this 
year, david koenig (ap) 


Wal-Mart Wins Battle 
To Build Store in Chicago 

Detroit, New York now its final urban frontiers 


R E TA I L I Wal-Mart won City Council 
approval Wednesday to build its 
first store in Chicago after months 
of delay and intense lobbying by the 
chain’s foes and supporters. 

In a raucous debate, the council 
voted 32-15 to approve the zoning 
changes needed for Wal-Mart to 
construct a superstore in a poor- 
neighborhood on the West Side. 

But in a 25-21 vote, the council 
rejected a second store that Wal- 
Mart wanted to build in a middle - 
class South Side neighborhood. 


The council’s action means that 
Detroit and New York City are the 
only top -10 urban markets with- 
out a Wal-Mart store or approval 
to build one. 

Wal-Mart ran into fierce oppo- 
sition from community leaders who 
claim the company pays substan- 
dard wages and drives small stores 
out of business. It has promised to 
find minority subcontractors to help 
build its stores and to try to fill 75 to 
80 percent of the 500 jobs in those 
stores with local residents, (ap)

Rolling Thunder’s 
engines rumble with 
a serious purpose 

TRIBUTE I This weekend, the only 
sound louder than the splashing of 
kids at newly opened swimming 
pools or the buzzing of hordes of 
cicadas will be the rhythmic rev- 
ving of motorcycle engines that her- 
alds the arrival of Rolling Thunder. 

For many participants, Rolling 
Thunder begins when they hop 
onto their bikes at home. Many 
travel thousands of miles across 
the country, often meeting up with 
friends and convening on the Mall, 
where refreshments and entertain- 
ment await. 

It sounds like a raucous way to 
spend a three- day weekend. For 
most Rolling Thunder partici- 
pants, however, the event’s mis- 
sion couldn’t be more serious. 

The annual rides into the 
nation’s capital began in 1988, 
started by Artie Muller and Ray 
Manzo, two Vietnam War veterans 
who had become increasingly con- 
cerned with the plight of prisoners 
of war and those missing in action 
— especially from the Vietnam con- 
flict. They wanted to force the gov- 
ernment to fully account for POWs 
and MIAs, and to bring home any 
soldiers still held in Vietnam. 

Avid motorcyclists, Muller and 
Manzo organized 2,500 supporters 
to ride their bikes into Washington 
over Memorial Day weekend to 
draw attention to the issue.

They dubbed the rides “Rolling 
Thunder” — saying the rat-a-tat of 
Harley Davidsons made a sound 
similar to the 1965 “Operation 
Rolling Thunder” bombing cam- 
paign over North Vietnam. 

Sixteen years later, Rolling 
Thunder is expected to attract 
500,000 participants and 30,000 
motorcycles. Likely to swell the 
ranks this year is the expected vet- 
eran turnout for the opening of the 
World War II Memorial on Sunday. 

The group’s focus remains the 
same, although riders say the U.S. 
military campaigns in Afghanistan 
and Iraq have given them a new gen- 
eration of troops to worry about. 

“We want to lobby Washington 
for better rights for veterans, espe- 
cially how things are going in Iraq. 

. . . Especially for those whose terms 
have been extended,” Richard 
Montana of Modesto, Calif., told 
the Modesto Bee as he was begin- 
ning a 2,638 -mile journey to D.C. 
last Tuesday. 

Sunday’s events, which are free 
to the public, include a group of 
speakers at 1:30 p.m., followed by 
a concert featuring Paul Revere & 
The Raiders, Nancy Sinatra, Miss 
America 2000 Heather French 
Henry and comedian Gordon 
Painter.

Garrison Keillor’s 
classic schtick makes 
a fine ‘Companion’ 

PERFORMANCE I On the surface, 
“A Prairie Home Companion” is a 
throwback to the golden age of live 
radio. But underneath, it’s more like 
Bill Cosby hosting “Saturday Night 
Live.” Or, “Hee Haw.” 

The humor is PG-13, and 
host Garrison Keillor is prone to 
hushed, meandering monologues 
that promise a payoff at the end. 
Between sketches and spoofs, musi- 
cal guests provide a healthy dose 
of Southern gospel and rockabilly. 
There’s even “The News from Lake 
Wobegon,” a hinterland version of 
Weekend Update. 

If you knew nothing of 
Minnesota, a listen to “A Prairie 
Home Companion” would con- 
jure images of blond, athletic 
Norwegians, scalp-high snow, 
Lutheran ice fisherman out 
for walleye and impossible situ- 
ations that call for rhubarb pie.

One Godzilla, 
Hold the Cheese 


Godzilla’s anniversary 
presents the giant as 
he’s meant to be seen 

F l L M I It’s been a half-century since 
Godzilla first decimated downtown 
Tokyo and inspired dozens of unde- 
niably cheesy sequels. Smashing 


skyscrapers like sandcastles, the 
towering terror forced the resi- 
dents of Japan’s capital city to run 
for their lives in 1954. 

Fifty years and countless collect- 
ible toys later, the monster mutat- 
ed by radiation exposure returns 
to the silver screen in a way most 
Westerners have never seen. 


The classic film’s golden anniver- 
sary release arrives at AFI’s Silver 
Theater boasting 40 additional min- 
utes that roll with serious themes 
the original American flick left on 
the cutting room floor. 

Although many might think 
“Godzilla” is simply a city-smashing 
monster, the Japanese version proves 
it was meant to be much more. The 
film’s premise was inspired by a real- 
life Japanese fishing boat that acci- 
dentally veered into a nuclear testing 
site. One of the fisherman died, and 
tuna was recalled from store shelves 
nationwide. 

“Godzilla” producer Tomoyuki 
Tanaka transformed that story into 
the destructive reptilian dinosaur 
spawned from nuclear fallout in a 
post Hiroshima/Nagasaki nation. 

While the American version 
of “Godzilla” inserted Raymond 
Burr as a U.S. news reporter and 
dubbed dialogue, the original at 
AFI thankfully avoids both of 
these hokey additions. It also pon- 
ders heavy questions about the use 
of atomic weapons and their grave 
consequences. 

But monster movie fans shouldn’t 
fret. There’s still loads of destructive 
fun from our scaly, 164 -foot-tall pal 
who could undoubtedly floss with 
telephone wires, craig smith

Her interpretation of the title 
track of last year’s “On Your Way 
Home” pricked up the ears of the 
Grammy folks, but she lost out to 
sentimental favorite June Carter 
Cash. 

With Loveless packing half a life- 
time of love and hurt into a beauti- 
fully controlled performance that 
was sardonic and vulnerable, bit- 
ter and bruised, and weary and 
just plain mean, she really should 
have won.

Choco-Cicada Chunks 

You either is or you ain’t when it conies to cicadas. When I presented my container of cicada confections to poten- 
tial bug gourmands, they either ran for the hills or peered with curiosity, as if I was holding a Whitman’s sampler. 

Erase the image of chocolate-covered cicadas. Instead, think of those silver-wrapped “Chunky” bars from your 
childhood — or perhaps a Cadbury fruit and nut bar. The bugs are frozen, cleaned, boiled and then dry roasted before 
going into the melted chocolate. I made a promise to taste one before adding to the chocolate, and if they tasted 
gross, my days of cicada cooking would be over. I was pleasantly surprised; they have a root vegetable flavor, similar 
toaturnip. kim o’donnel (washingtonpost.com) 



INGREDIENTS 

1 1/4 lb fine-quality 
bittersweet chocolate 
(not unsweetened), 
chopped into small 
pieces 

Vegetable oil for 
greasing pan (spray 


stuff is the least messy) 
2/3cup dried cranberries 
2/3cup raisins 
1 cup dry-roasted 
cicadas (about 60) 
1/4cup nuts of choice 
(optional) 


TO PREPARE CICADAS: Prepare cicadas: From freezer, 
remove wings (if using newly emerged blackfemales), 
legs and head. No, they don’t come backto life upon 
thawing, much as I feared. What’s left are the bodies, 
aboutthe length of athumbnail. Place bodies in a pot of 
boiling water, for 3 minutes or so, to remove any poten- 
tial soil bacteria. Drain and place on a baking sheetand 
into a 225 oven. Roastfor up to 20 minutes, until com- 
pletely dry. They will be somewhat crispy. 

TO PREPARE CHUNKS: Prepare an 8-inch square 
baking pan: Line bottom and sides with foil, leaving a 
2-inch overhang, then lightly oilfoil. Intopofadou- 
ble boiler (or a metal bowl set over a saucepan of bare- 
ly simering water), melt chocolate, stirring occasionally 
with a rubber spatula, until smooth. Remove chocolate 
from heatand stir in fruit, cicadas and nuts, then spread 
evenly in baking pan. Cover with foil, then freeze until 
firm (if in a hurry) or place in fridge for a few hours. Lift 
molded chocolate using overhang and transfer to a cut- 
ting board. Peel off foil and cut chocolate with a heavy 
knife. Store in airtight container inthefridge. Makes

Terror Threat

to discuss reports by administration 
officials of a possible large-scaleter- 
rorist attack this summer. 


Are you skeptical of the claim that 
there are “cells” in the states? They 
would have struck if they were here. 

Yes, I am. But, at the same 
time, I’m willing to think they are 
here because al Qaeda plans far in 
advance, because their ultimate tar- 
get is the United States and because 
the FBI didn’t seem to have a clue 
about the cells prior to 9/11, and 
may still not. 

News reports mention that the ter- 
rorists might be trying to affect the 
election. Any clues as to which way 
the terrorists are leaning? 

I can’t imagine that there’s a par- 
ticular political outcome they seek, 
but just a huge disruption. After all, 
al Qaeda began seriously targeting 
the United States under Bill Clinton. 
Can’t imagine they make a distinc- 
tion between the parties. 

Officials say they have no specific 
details about a planned attack, yet 
they have “credible intelligence.” 
What is “credible intelligence”? 

I’m always hounding my sources 
on that and the lack of an answer 
drives me nuts. I think it’s mainly 
signals intelligence — intercepted 
e-mails or telephone or cell phone 
calls in which suspect al Qaeda 
members are talking about strik- 
ing “during elections” or “Greece” 
or other code words that add up to 
that for intel analysts. 

Do you see a manipulation in the 
timing of the administration’s warn- 
ings — that they tend to come when 
things are going bad politically? 

I’m very suspicious, especially of 
the “election threat” — so we didn’t 
write this story for a while, in order 
to ask a wider range of people and 
enough non-political types to feel 
certain we were not being spun.
